‘Wow. This is bad’ 


At least 5 dead as tornadoes wreak havoc across the Midwest

MILLBURY, Ohio Tornadoes and thunder- 
storms swept through the Midwest over- 
night, destroying dozens of homes and 
upending school buses and police cars ina 
trail of destruction, and ripping off siding 
on a nuclear plant elsewhere. At least five 
people died, including a child, authorities 
said. 

Rescue officials in northwest Ohio are 
still searching through homes and couldn't 
say whether anyone else is missing, Lake 
Township Fire Chief Todd Walters said. 
“It’s unbelievable,” Walters said. “It’s just 
total destruction ... stuff just completely 
flattened or gone.” 

Tornadoes were reported Saturday and 
Saturday night in Illinois, Indiana and 
Michigan. Severe weather was moving 
Sunday toward the Eastern Seaboard, with 
tornado watches issued over a large area 
from Virginia to Maine. 

In Illinois, more than a dozen people 
were injured in Dwight, where about 40

mobile homes and about 10 other homes 
were destroyed, Illinois Emergency Man- 
agement Agency spokeswoman Patti 
Thompson said. 

Also in Illinois, the National Weather 
Service confirmed Sunday that torna- 
does touched down in Lostant, Streator, 
Dwight and Buckingham. A survey team 
also is looking into whether another tor- 
nado hit close to Elmwood, near Peoria. 

At a Sunday morning news conference, 


Streator Mayor Jimmie Lansford said 
17 people were taken to a local hospital for 
treatment, though he didn’t have infor 
mation on their conditions. He also said 
30 buildings had “major structural damage.” 

“And ‘major’ may be completely gone,” 
Lansford added. 

In northwest Ohio, Lake High School 
was among the hardest hit buildings. The 
field house was damaged and the cafeteria 
was destroyed, Superintendent Jim Witt 
said, and some buses were flung across the 
school parking lot. 

Two of the buses were tossed on their 
sides and another was thrown about 
50 yards, landing on its top near the high 
school’s football field, its right turn signal 
still blinking more than ro hours later. 

“Wow. This is bad,” said Michael Was- 
serman, a student who drove to the school 
to take pictures. He was among the seniors 
going to the school’s commencement cer- 
emony Sunday. “Now I’m not,” he said.

Thanks to worms, scientists now understand hangovers. 

It turns out that a brain-signaling molecule known as a neuropep- 
tide causes our bodies to experience withdrawal symptoms as the 
brain attempts to adapt to a new, not-as-fun level of intoxication.

Tt doesn’t make much sense that a resident 
living on the west side of Cicero Avenue in 
his ward is without a blue cart while another 
resident just across the street has a blue bin, 
he said. The hearing, he said, is an attempt to 
help move the city into the 21st century. 

“We're teaching a whole generation of resi- 
dents, kids and everyone else that recycling is 
not important,” he said.

the freeze on blue bin expansion will continue. 

In the meantime, Mayor Daley on Friday 
kicked off a two-week-long neighborhood pa- 
per drive, encouraging residents to drop off 
paper, newspapers and magazines at 24 desig- 
nated locations found on chicagorecycles.org.

Mike Nowak, president of the Chicago 
Recycling Coalition, says it’s hard to cut the 
city slack on recycling when, in his opinion, 
money was wasted on blue bags for years. A 
Tribune investigation found that the ’9o0s- 
era program—in which recyclables in blue 
bags went in with the trash—didn’t work. A

The search for Stacy 


Jailhouse tip prompts excavations, but officials say nothing has been found

PEORIA With Drew Peterson’s murder 
trial set to begin next month, investigators 
launched yet another search for the re- 
mains of his fourth wife, Stacy, whose 2007 
disappearance made national headlines. 

Prompted by a jailhouse tip, authorities 
traveled to a farm near Peoria and spent 
most of Saturday digging for the Boling- 
brook woman’s body. 

No remains were found after searchers 
with shovels excavated a section of muddy, 
timber-heavy land near Kickapoo Creek, 
authorities said. 

Sources first said the search would re- 
sume Monday, but Illinois State Police 
Master Sgt. Tom Burek insisted there were 
no plans to restart the search that quickly. 

“We've been down different paths be- 
fore and there’s been disappointments be- 
fore,” he said. 

“T don’t want to stand here and tell you 


this is the magical lead that’s going to solve 
the case. ... Like any lead we hope that it 
has a positive outcome.” 

Peoria County Coroner Johnna Inger- 
soll confirms no human remains were 
found Saturday. 

Drew Peterson’s attorney dismissed 
the development as a stunt to drum up 
negative press for his client just as he’s 
set to go on trial for killing his third wife, 
Kathleen Savio. Jury selection is sched- 
uled to begin July 8. 

“They’re trying to dirty up the defen- 
dant with an irrelevant search,” attorney 
Joel Brodsky said. 

“It’s a despicable tactic.” 

Brodsky, who spoke to Peterson on Sat- 
urday, described his client as “upbeat, con- 
fident and looking forward to trial.” 

Authorities used shovels to dig up a 
10-foot-by-10-foot section of Big Hollow 
Farms, a 150-acre property, for nearly eight 


hours Saturday. Located in a bucolic part of 
central Illinois, the farm is home to alfalfa 
fields and a catering business run by the 
land’s owner, David Alwan. 

Alwan, a local restaurateur and meat 
wholesaler who sources said is not involved 
in Stacy Peterson’s disappearance, said he 
does not know Drew Peterson and had 
never spoken to police about the case be- 
fore Friday. 

Authorities hinted they may be looking 
for something other than human remains. 

“T don’t want to allude to {the idea that} 
we're looking for a body. We’re looking for 
evidence of a crime based on this lead that 
we have,” Burek said. 

Stacy Peterson, 23, vanished in October 
2007 shortly after contacting a divorce at- 
torney about ending her marriage to then- 
Bolingbrook police Sgt. Drew Peterson, 56. 
He contends that Stacy, with whom he has 
two children, left him for another man. 


Blago back 
in court for 
more jury 
selection

Former Gov. Rod Blagojevich will be back 
in federal court Monday morning as law- 
yers in his corruption case continue to 
whittle down a list of dozens of prospec- 
tive jurors and prepare to give opening 
statements Tuesday. 

Blagojevich has paid close attention as 
US. District Judge James Zagel has ques- 
tioned jurors and 
his attorneys and 
prosecutors have 
tried to weed out 
those who could 
not be fair. Blago- 
jevich has taken 
notes throughout 
the process, occa- 
sionally leaning to- 
ward his wife, Patti, 
in the first row of the courtroom gallery to 
discuss one juror or another. 

During the first two days of selection 
last week, Zagel spent much time with the 
prospective panelists asking how much 
they've been exposed to news reports on 
the Blagojevich case and other television 
appearances the ex-governor has made. 

Most have said they recall at least some- 
thing about Blagojevich’s arrest and remov- 
al from office, but not much detail. 

Other questioning from the judge has 
ranged into areas that seem much less on- 
point. 

One woman, a graphic designer who ap- 
peared to be around 30, talked a lot about 
her hybrid yorkiepoo. 

“I hang out with my dog. I hang out 
with my boyfriend,” said the woman, seem- 
ingly making a point to say it was in that 
order and telling the judge she was di- 
vorced. 

Zagel pressed for more information on 
the puppy. 

“She’s awesome,” the woman answered. 

Defense lawyers have filed motion af- 
ter motion in recent weeks to try to put 
off the trial as long as they could. But now 
Blagojevich has a personal incentive to fin- 
ish jury selection as quickly as possible. 

If opening statements begin earlier in 
the day on Tuesday, Zagel has told the 
two sides he will end court in time for the 
Blagojeviches to attend the graduation 
of one of their daughters from grammar 
school. 
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Airlines scolded 
for O’Hare delays 


Travelers at O’Hare face delays this summer 
that could be easily avoided if the airlines 
simply overcame their penchant for jam- 
ming too many flights into the most con- 
gested hours, the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration has warned. 

The FAA says the carriers have scheduled 
almost as many flights as the airport can han- 
dle in peak travel times on blue-sky days, and 
added operations that far outstrip O’Hare’s 
capacity in stormy weather. 

By tightly scheduling departures, the air- 
lines are creating waves of delays that ex- 
pand and can last all day, FAA administrator 
Randy Babbitt said. Much of the problem 
could be avoided if United and American 
Airlines simply spread out departures and 
arrivals during slower periods when there is 
plenty of excess capacity on runways and at 
gates, FAA officials said. 

The over-scheduling is occurring in short 


bursts—15 minutes, at most—FAA data 
obtained by the Tribune showed. Left un- 
checked, the snarls could aggravate the 
chronic congestion that has plagued O’Hare 
for decades, prompting federal regulators to 
tightly cap arrivals and departures at the air- 
port from 2004 to 2008. 

The scheduling snarls occur at the top of 
the hour, when research shows flights make 
more money, noted aviation consultant 
Darryl Jenkins. On Thursday, for example, 
American Airlines scheduled 27 flights and 
United scheduled 39 flights between 8 a.m. 
and 8:15 a.m., according to flightstats.com. 
That’s seven more flights than the airport 
can handle under the best conditions. 

FAA officials warned that congestion 
problems forming at O’Hare could worsen 
as the carriers have already announced plans 
to expand their schedules in the second half 
of 2010. 


Homicides up nearly 4% 


Chicago’s homicides are up 
nearly 4 percent compared 
with last year, Supt. Jody P. 
Weis said at a news confer- 
ence Sunday. 

While overall crime had 
dropped 5.8 percent, homi- 
cides have increased 3.8 percent, according to 
crime trends through the end of May. There 
were 164 homicides between January and 
May, six more than last year at the same time. 

“Homicides continue to challenge us,” 
Weis said. 

Other categories of violent crime, includ-

Oil cap delivers some hope 


NEW ORLEANS A device sucking 

some of the oil from a blown-out 
well in the Gulf of Mexico offered a bright 
spot Sunday for a region that has seen its 
wildlife coated in a lethal muck, its fish- 
ermen idled and its beaches tarnished by 
the nation’s worst oil spill. 

The containment cap placed on the 
gusher near the sea floor trapped about 
441,000 gallons of oil Saturday, BP 
spokesman Mark Proegler said Sunday, 
up from around 250,000 gallons of oil 
Friday. 

It’s not clear how much is still escaping; 
an estimated 500,000 to 1 million gallons 
of crude is believed to be leaking daily. 

While BP officials registered opti- 
mism, government officials monitoring 
the response to the spill were more cau-

tious, wary of drumming up promises 
they couldn't deliver on. 

BP chief executive Tony Hayward told 
the BBC on Sunday that he believed the 
cap was likely to capture “the major- 
ity, probably the vast majority” of the oil 
gushing from the well. 

The gradual increase in the amount 
being captured is deliberate, in an effort 
to prevent water from getting inside and 
forming a frozen slush that foiled a previ- 
ous containment attempt. 

The next step is for BP engineers to at- 
tempt to close vents on the cap that allow 
streams of oil to escape and prevent that 
water intake, and Hayward told the BBC 
that the company hopes a second con- 
tainment system will be in place by next 
weekend.

Men allegedly 
planned jihad 


EF ELMWOOD PARK, N.J. Two New Jer- 
sey men who talked about attacking 
Americans and sought to fight alongside 
terrorists in Somalia were arrested at New 
York’s Kennedy Airport as they tried to 
leave the US. and join the al-Qaida-affili- 
ated jihadists, authorities said. 

Mohamed Mahmood Alessa, 20, and 
Carlos Eduardo Almonte, 26, were arrest- 
ed Saturday before they could board sepa- 
rate flights to Egypt and then continue on 
to Somalia, officials said. 

They had been under investigation since 
2006. New York Police Commissioner 
Raymond Kelly said they had traveled to 
Jordan in 2007 and tried to get into Iraq, 
but were turned back. 

During the lengthy investigation, an 
NYPD undercover officer recorded con- 
versations with the men in which they 
spoke about jihad against Americans. 

“T leave this time. God willing, I never 
come back,” authorities say Alessa told the 
officer last year. 

“Only way I would come back here is if 
I was in the land of jihad and the leader or- 
dered me to come back here and do some- 
thing here. Ah, I love that.” 

They are the latest of many Americans 
or immigrants to the US. accused of join- 
ing or trying to join al-Shabab, a violent 
extremist group based in Somalia and con- 


nected to al-Qaida.

Theoretically, the airway constriction caused by 
the pressure of a Stanley Cup finals also would 
squeeze the offense out of things, with both sides 
on heightened alert defensively to prevent even 
the smallest of mistakes.

On May 4, in his only public comments about 
the Bulls’ coaching search that Saturday landed 
Celtics assistant coach Tom Thibodeau, general 
manager Gar Forman listed accountability, lead- 
ership, a defensive base and a thorough knowl- 
edge of the NBA game as his main criteria. 

Some might be surprised the Bulls hired a can- 
didate who has no previous NBA head-coaching 
experience for the second straight time. But 
sources said beyond Thibodeau’s high marks in 
the above qualities, his playoff experience most 
impressed management. 

Not counting the 1991-92 Seattle SuperSonics, 
for whom he worked as an advance scout as they 
reached the Western Conference semifinals, 
Sunday night’s Game 2 of the NBA Finals marked 
Thibodeau’s 153rd career playoff game. 

That includes three trips to the Finals, two 
with the Celtics and one with the Knicks, as well 
as the 2008 title. And as Doc Rivers’ associate 
head coach, Thibodeau has handled defensive 
game-planning designed to thwart Kobe Bryant. 

So while Thibodeau never has served as an NBA 
head coach, this big-game experience stood out. 

“Tfa team is looking for a guy who can limit the 
ways you beat yourself, he’s the guy you'd want to 
hire,” Celtics reserve forward Brian Scalabrine 
said in a recent interview. “He’s prepared for all 
situations because of the work he puts in.” 

Jeff Van Gundy, who hired Thibodeau to be his 
lead assistant with both the Knicks and Rockets, 
sat on the bench for 80 of those playoff games. 
But in a recent interview, Van Gundy also pointed 
out Thibodeau has coached in losing situations 
with the Timberwolves and 
76ers and that his demean-
